2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, neither anticipates nor renders obvious the following limitations as claimed: 

[Claim 1]: Prior art of record does not disclose nor fairly suggest an exposure device comprises 
a printing head for projecting the printing light linearly along a main scan direction and a 
scanning mechanism for moving the printing head relative to the instant film in a sub scan 
direction perpendicular to the main scan direction wherein an illumination range of the printing 
light by the printing head is longer in the main scan direction than a length in the main scan 
direction of the exposure area, whereas a sub scanning range by the scanning mechanism is 
longer than a length in the sub scan direction of the exposure area. 

[Claim 11] : Prior art of record does not disclose nor fairly suggest As for claim 1 1, the prior art 
of record does not teach or fairly suggest the size of the illumination range relative to the 
exposure area is determined in accordance with clearances provided between the case and the 
instant film.
